IKE WILL TALK 
DEFENSE PLANS 
WITH 6RUENTHER

DENVER MPI—President 
Eisen­ 
hower today kept abreast of efforts 
to clear away new obstacles to a 
western European defense alliance 
against communism and arranged 
to talk over the m ilitary aspects 
j with Gen. Alfred M. Gruenther. 
Gruenther, Supreme Allied com­ 
m ander of North Atlantic defense 
forces, flew to the President's va- 
| cation headquarters here last night 
to report on the troublous situation 
as he has observed it from his 
Paris vantage point. 
The Eisenhower-Gruenther con­ 
ference today cam e against the 
background of a new and unexpect­ 
ed crisis in the attem pt of Western 
allies to create a defense alliance 
against the Reds. 
The crisis developed In London 
last night when France cam e up 
with a surprise veto blocking a 
compromise plan to free and re­
